Senator Stine announces Heroin Legislation 

Bill provides three-pronged approach to fighting heroin addiction and trafficking

Senate President Pro Tern 
Katie Stine stood before members 
of her district, local and state offi¬ 
cials and media to announce a 
new piece of bipartisan legislation 
that will offer a three pronged 
approach to stop the scourge of 
heroin abuse that is ravaging 
Northern Kentucky and moving 
quickly across the common¬ 
wealth. 

The legislation, currently BR 
131, will offer education, treat¬ 
ment, and interdiction in the 
battle against heroin and heroin 
overdose. Sen. Stine has worked 
for the last two years to provide 
tools for all who are fighting this 
war against traffickers and opioid 
addiction in Kentucky. “We must 
lock-up the dealers and treat 
them like the violent offenders 
that they are, and provide treat¬ 
ment services for the addicts who 
have broken the law, but who 
have created a prison for them¬ 
selves that is worse than anything 
that we could build,” said Sen. 
Stine. 

Because stiffer penalties do 
not solely stop the attack, the 
legislation provides resources to 
change the social norms by tap¬ 
ping every available resource. Sen. 
Stine wants to work with regional 
Substance Abuse and Prevention 
boards, the Kentucky Office of 
Drug Abuse Policy, and others 
that have tools and knowledge 
critical to the fight. 

Specifically, Bill Request (BR 
131) is a three-pronged approach, 
of which Treatment and recovery 
is a major piece. For addicts, there 
will be expanded Medicaid 
options providing a broad array 
of medical and therapeutic ser¬ 
vices to help people kick this all- 
consuming addiction. One exam¬ 
ple of a successful model is Recov¬ 
ery Kentucky, which uses patients 
to run the daily operations of the 
treatment centers as part of the 
program, thereby decreasing the 
cost and empowering the resi¬ 
dents.

Education is also an impor¬ 
tant prong of the legislation. 
Through personal testimonies of 
community groups such as the 
NKY Heroin Impact Task Force, 
NKY Hates Heroin, and agencies 
such as the NKY Chamber, fami¬ 
lies can turn their tragic losses of 
loved ones into something posi¬ 
tive by sharing their experience 
with children and youth. We 
must teach that heroin changes 
the chemistry of the brain, enslav¬ 
ing them to the drug. It changes 
the users life forever, and, in 
many cases, ends it. 

Finally, interdiction will be 
tougher on the dealer. No longer 
will those who traffic in high 
quantities be unaccountable for 
the deaths of their customers who 
overdose. They will be subject to 
homicide charges. Also, the per¬ 
petrators who are trafficking will 
have to serve at least 30% of their 
sentence before parole will be 
considered. 

However, those selling heroin 
to support their own habit will 
have opportunities for diversion 
into treatment programs to get 
them off the drug. There are not 
enough prisons in the nation to 
simply lock away addicts. There 
must be a universal approach to 
make a real impact on this 
scourge. 

For law enforcement person¬ 
nel, the bill provides measures to 
increase their safety. If a user is 
under arrest and admits there are 


The Medicare Advantage 
Disenrollment Period (MADP) 
is January 1 through February 
14 of every year.

needles on their person, they will 
not be charged for possession of 
paraphernalia. This keeps first 
responders as well as officers safe 
from inadvertently sticking them¬ 
selves on a needle and possibly 
contracting infections such as 
HIV and Hepatitis C. They will 
however, be charged for any other 
criminal acts. Also, Naloxone will 
be allowed to be administered by 
law enforcement and first 
responders, as well as loved ones 
of addicts. Naloxone is a drug 
that can prevent death during 
overdose. 

To stem the tide of overdose 
deaths, there is a provision for 
good Samaritans to call for medi¬ 
cal help if someone is overdosing 
on the drug. They will not face 
prosecution, and therefore will 
not be afraid to call 911 and get 
the immediate help the user needs 
in the life and death situation. 

Overdoses of heroin are now a 
daily occurrence in Northern 
Kentucky. Heroin related crimes 
have overwhelmed our court sys¬ 
tems, jails, law enforcement and 
social service networks. It has 
dealt a blow to economic devel¬ 
opment, making it difficult to 
find employees who can pass a 
drug test. 

“Please pray to end this 
scourge and call your legislator to 
rise to the challenge and lend sup¬ 
port to this legislation. Working 
together we can make a difference 
and save lives,” Sen. Stine said.

BBB offers tips on returns and exchanges 


Each year, Better Business 
Bureau receives calls after the holi¬ 
days from upset consumers who 
are stuck with items they cannot 
return. This holiday season, BBB 
wants to remind consumers to 
know their rights. BBB offers this 
advice on returns/exchanges: 

Returns are a store policy - 
not a law. Find out about a store’s 
return policies before making a 
purchase. Some stores require 
products be returned within a spe¬ 
cific period of time. 

Health regulations forbid 
returns of such items as hats, bath¬ 
ing suits, and other intimate 
apparel. 

Have your purchase or gift 
receipts. It shows proof of pur¬ 
chase and proof of price. This is 
important. If an item goes on sale 
after Christmas, you need to show 
full price was paid before Christ¬ 
mas. 

Understand exchanges or 


credits. In a product exchange, an 
item may be returned and another 
item of equal value may be received 
in its place. For example, returning 
a size small sweater for a medium 
size. In other instances, customers 
may receive a credit slip after 
returning an item. This store cred¬ 
it allows the consumer to purchase 
any other item at that store which 
has the same monetary value as the 
item he or she has returned. 

Restocking fees. If you cus¬ 
tom order a product, or purchase a 
high-dollar electronic and open 
the packaging, many stores charge 
a restocking fee for the return, if 
you think you are going to return 
it, don’t open the package! 

What to do if the product has 
a separate written warranty. 
Some products have warranties 
that spell out the manufacturer’s 
liability if the product is defective. 
Reading a product’s warranty 
before returning an item to a store 


from which it was purchased is 
highly recommended. In some 
cases, warranties exempt stores 
from product liability and require 
consumers to mail the product to 
a manufacturer or other business 
in order to receive monetary 
refunds, credit, or product replace¬ 
ment. 

If the purchase is made under 
a written contract, normal return 
privileges may be affected. A 

contract usually provides its own 
conditions for return of the goods 
and cancellation of an agreement. 
Always read and understand a con¬ 
tract before you sign it; never sign 
a blank contract and always keep a 
copy of the contract. 

Also remember, lines are usu¬ 
ally longer in the morning, when 
the store opens. Go to the store 
later in the day to return items and 
avoid long lines.

kynect milestone: 100,000 enrollees reached 

Private health plans up 121 percent since Thanksgiving week 


The 100,000th Kentuckian 
has enrolled in health insurance 
thanks to kynect, the state’s health 
benefit exchange, continuing the 
surge of interest and applications 
for health insurance since Thanks¬ 
giving. If premiums are paid on 
time, coverage will begin for these 
enrolled Kentuckians on Jan. 1. 

As Kentucky’s health benefit 
website administrators predicted, 
thousands of Kentuckians are 
making final decisions on their 
family’s health care plans in time 
to ensure their coverage is effective 
by New Year’s Day. 

Purchases of private health 
plans soared again, with more than 
5,000 new enrollments since last 
week. Since Thanksgiving week, 
enrollments in private health 
insurance have swelled by 121 
percent. 

Surge preparations paying off 

kynect’s technology team had 
anticipated a post-Thanksgiving 
increase in web traffic, applica¬ 
tions and enrollments, and the 
team increased capacity in order to 
meet the demand. 

The kynect team reviewed all 
technology systems to make sure 
each element could handle a sig¬ 
nificant increase in web traffic, 
including account creation, appli¬ 
cation, eligibility determination, 
shopping, and verification tasks. 

Beginning Dec. 2, the kynect 
website boasted a more than 80 
percent increase in capacity due to 


adding more servers to the core 
infrastructure, along with other 
solution refinements. 

The kynect call center added 
Sunday hours to process the addi¬ 
tional crush of calls and applica¬ 
tions, making the center a 7-day-a- 
week operation. 

kynect has been hailed as a 
national model since its launch 
Oct. 1 for its smooth operation 
and easy interface for users looking 
for affordable health coverage. 

Since Thanksgiving week, the 
site has enrolled nearly 1,600 Ken¬ 
tuckians each day into new health 
coverage. 

Families and individuals seek¬ 
ing affordable health insurance 
coverage should have enrolled by 
midnight on Dec. 23, to ensure 
their coverage would begin on the 
first available date of Jan. 1. All 
who have filed an application by 
Dec. 23 will have an effective cov¬ 
erage date of Jan. 1, even if they 
are still in the enrollment process 
and haven’t selected a plan and/or 
made a payment. 

However, individuals may sign 
up for insurance anytime before 
March 31 to avoid penalties. 

The below statistics reflect 
recent activity on kynect: 

• 684,000 unique visitors view¬ 
ing 21.6 million web pages. That’s 
an increase of nearly 62,000 new 
website visitors in just over a week. 

• 518,000 people conducted 
preliminary screenings to deter¬ 


mine qualifications for subsidies, 
discounts or programs like Medic¬ 
aid - about 37,000 new screenings. 

• 100,096 Kentuckians are 
now enrolled in new health cover¬ 
age, including Medicaid and pri¬ 
vate insurance - an 18.5 percent 
increase over last week. 

• 74,054 have enrolled in Med¬ 
icaid. 

• 26,042 have enrolled in a 
qualified health plan (QHP) - an 
additional 5,091 over last week. 
Since Thanksgiving week, QHP 
purchases have increased 121 per¬ 
cent. 

• Nearly 40 percent of the 
enrollees in Medicaid or qualified 
health plans are under 35 years 
old. 

• 36,700 have been found eli¬ 
gible for a subsidy to purchase a 
qualified health plan, but many 
have not yet chosen a plan. 

• 8,437 have enrolled in dental 
plans. 

• 1,232 small businesses have 
started applications for employee 
coverage; 500 of those businesses 
have completed applications and 
are eligible to offer coverage to 
employees. 

• More than 279,000 calls pro¬ 
cessed by the kynect call center - a 
79 percent increase in call volume 
since Thanksgiving week.

He was an elderly gentleman 
who always seemed to have a 
cocked-hat chuckle and I was very 
fond of his company. I knew that 
he had lived frugally and had made 
a lucrative investment late in life. 
Both he and I had grown up when 
times were hard economically. We 
were taught to work hard and save 
and invest. To discipline ourselves 
in terms of purchases. To care for 
our family and pass onto our chil¬ 
dren whatever was left. At the same 
time we were taught to keep mate¬ 
rial things in perspective. To realize 
that the measure of one’s life con¬ 
sisted of far more than things. To 
give responsibly to the church and 
other reliable charities. 

But this value system seems to 
have weakened noticeably in recent 
years. Children and grandchildren 
may or may not be interested in 
one’s assistance and estate. (There is 
a legitimate reason which follows.) 
Children and grandchildren have 
many more opportunities econom¬ 
ically and are far outstripping us 
economically. Hence the need for 
parental assistance has lessened. 
And, the church has lessened in its 
influence on our society, an influ¬ 
ence that tended to tie families 
closer to each other. Sometimes, we 
feel that we were happier in the 


olden days! What makes us happy? 

Arthur Brooks, a well-known 
social scientist, has studied these 
and other social trends and has 
written a book concerning Happi¬ 
ness Keys: Faith, Family, Friends, 
and Work. Following are some 
highlights: Genes are important to 
a happy disposition....Once basic 
human needs are met, satisfying 
work is more important to happi¬ 
ness than money....Participants in 
the study wanted to feel they were 
self-actualizing*....Lottery winners 
were slightly less happy after win¬ 
ning, six months later; however, 
this writer has seen much more 
dismal reports from other sources 
than what Brooks alleges. 

Continuing, conservatives were 
happier than liberals, according to 
the study, perhaps due to liberals 
wanting to change institutions and 
government_Women were hap¬ 

pier than men but this trend was 
eroding, perhaps due to many more 
ladies being in the workplace.... 
Those engaged in religious practic¬ 
es were happier than the 
unchurched, due to the fact that 
atheism and paganism are dismally 
pessimistic about an after life.**... 
Married were more happy than 
singles. 

Finally Brooks said that the 
government is morally and politi¬ 
cally obligated to provide a safety 
net for the young, the old and the 
handicapped. This also increases 
the sum of human happiness. He 


thinks that conservatives need to 
make their peace with its existence, 
but also work to reform it so that 
able persons thereon do not become 
dependent on the government for 
their existence. They need to “earn 
their success.”*** 

I close with a personal example 
concerning this earning of success. 
I was born in 1935 when the Great 
Depression was rampant in the US. 
FDR had instituted government 
work programs such as the Three 
C’s and the WPA. My father was a 
supervisor for the WPA and I 
remember his crew building the 
dirt road from Elkatawa to Che- 
nowee, utilizing mules and scoops. 
In addition, he had a carpentry 
crew that built solid wood furni¬ 
ture for many homes in the com¬ 
munity. My computer in my office 
sits on a table built by his WPA 
carpentry crew. It was the same 
table that my father also taught my 
mother algebra on when she went 
back to high school when she was 
43. Priceless!!! 

*Some youth feel a strong need 
to become independent of their 
family so they can earn their suc¬ 
cess on their own merits! Others 
less so.

Steele took in his first game on 
Jan. 15th, 1951. He, along with 
four other high school classmates 
were escorted to the game by their 
principal Charles Browning. The 
Wildcats took on the Fighting 
Irish of Notre Dame and won 
69-44. Years later, while he was 
working at Heekin Can in Cincin¬ 
nati, Steele was approached by 
co-worker Garland Wilson. Wil¬ 
son knew that Steele bought many 
individual-game tickets and he 
requested that Steele purchase him 
a pair of season tickets, which 
Wilson would pay Steele for at a 
later date. When the time came to 
collect, Wilson was no where to be 
found and Steele suddenly found 
himself as a bona fide regular. 

"I didn't mind buying the 
tickets at the time," Steele says. 
"But at that time $100 dollars was 
a lot of money, and since the tick¬ 
ets were in my name, Ihad no 
problem making the most of it." 

At the time the Wildcats made 
their home in Memorial Colise¬ 


um, a 12,000 seat facility com¬ 
monly referred to as "The House 
that Rupp Built." 

Steele would bear witness to 
some of the greatest names in 
Wildcat history, such as Cliff 
Hagan, Frank Ramsey, Pat Riley, 
and the player who Steele consid¬ 
ers the best he's ever seen wear the 
blue and white, Dan Issel. 

"There's no feeling quite like 
it. There's something about the 
atmosphere, the tradition, and the 
loyalty shown by the fans that is 
unmatched by anything else," 
says Steele. "For many years, my 
longtime friend Paul Wolfe and I 
would travel through just about 
every form of bad weather imagin¬ 
able to get to a game. We'd drive 
through pouring rain, snow 
storms, and one time we plowed 
through snow drifts on Russell 
Cave that were higher than the 
car. 

"There were quite a few times 
when the 5 a.m. wake-up call for 
work came very early.

Steele estimates that he's been 
to over ninety percent of the 
games played at home during his 
time as a season ticket holder. In 
1955, he watched Georgia State 
snap the Wildcats national home 
winning streak of 129 games, in a 
59-58 classic. On Dec. 9th, 1978, 
Pete along with his son Billy, 
watched the Kansas Jayhawks 
build a six-point lead in the final 
minutes. The two of them decided 
to sneak out early in order to beat 
the crowd, when they got in the 
car and turned on the radio, they 
were promptly notified by legend¬ 
ary announcer Cawood Ledford 
that the Wildcats had come back 
to force overtime. They listened to 
the Wildcats win the game on the 
way back home. To this day, Steele 
is still ribbed by some of the fellow 
longtime season-ticket holder's 
who surround him in Section 23 
of the lower area to never leave 
until the final horn sounds. 

Through the decades Steele 
has seen many dynamic men hold 
the title of head coach. He holds 
Adolph Rupp in the highest 
regard. He describes Rupp as an 
iconic figure who commanded 
respect from his players while 
building the program to the 
national powerhouse that it is 
today. He also has much respect 
and admiration for Joe B. Hall, 
Rick Pitino, Tubby Smith and 
current head man John Calipari. 
Steele has also traveled the coun¬ 
try to watch the Wildcats compete 
in the SEC Tournament, as well as 
NCAA Tournament games. The 
list of legendary players from 
opposing competition he's seen 
reads like a Who's Who from the 
basketball hall of fame. 

"I've been lucky to see guys 
like Jerry West, who might be the 
best player I've ever watched, at 
least three different times. Oscar 
Robertson from Cincinnati was 
spectacular. As far as SEC oppo¬ 
nents, "Pistol" Pete Maravich 
stands out. Rupp used to say that 
his game plan for Maravich was to 
let him get his and try to shut 
everyone else down. And Pete 
always got his. Charles Barkley 
and Shaquille O'Neal were also 
tremendous talents. The best Lou¬ 
isville player I saw was Wes 
Unseld." 

It's quite noteworthy that 
Pendleton County would be the 
home of two Kentucky "super¬ 
fans." Bob Wiggins has achieved 
national fame for his love of Ken¬ 
tucky basketball while attending 
over 1,600 games both at home 
and on the road. 

"Bob and I have been friends 
for years. I have a great respect for 
him and the dedication he has 
shown to the team. He has done it 
all in his time following the pro¬ 
gram, and he has some unbeliev¬ 
able stories to share from his expe¬ 
rience." 

Pete's love for the Wildcats has 
been passed down through his 
family. His wife, Velma has 
accompanied him to many games 
over the past 15-20 years. Their 
three sons, Billy, John, and David 
have also joined in the tradition, 
as well as a slew of grandchildren. 

"This has been a great passion 
of mine and I have been able to 
see some of the greatest games and 
players in history. I've never 
drank, or smoked, but I guess you 
can say the one thing I have been 
addicted to is Kentucky basket¬ 
ball."

March

Kentucky State Police, Pendleton 
County Sheriff's Office, and Fal¬ 
mouth Police Department executed 
numerous arrests and search warrants 
in Pendleton County.

Comer searching for a clarification 
concerning federal industrial hemp 


"Waist" Management to soon begin 


The Pendleton County Exten¬ 
sion Office and Three Rivers Health 
Department will be conducting a 
“Waist Management” program 
starting the week of January 15. It 
will last eleven weeks. 

Perks of the program will 
include weekly: Weigh-ins, chal¬ 
lenges, prizes, incentives to encour¬ 
age weight control, fact sheets on 
health and nutrition. 

Weigh-in locations will include: 

1. Pendleton County Extension 
Office every Wednesday from 1-6 
p.m. 

2. If there are at least 10 partici¬ 
pants at any school, church or place 
of business and there is an individ¬ 
ual willing to conduct the weigh-in, 
the extension office is willing to 
make that an official weigh-in loca¬ 


tion as well. 

Benefits and cost of program: 

• Cost will be $20 per partici¬ 
pant. All money will be given back 
to participants at the conclusion of 
the program in prizes and awards 

• Awards will be given to the 
individuals that lose the most 
weight by percentage and to the 
participants that receives the most 
points. (Award amounts will be 
determined after registration) 

• Points will be given for attend¬ 
ing planned physical activity or 
nutrition sessions, for completing 
weekly challenges and going to the 
weekly weigh-in 

• Blood work and other free 
health screenings will be given to all 
participants 

If you are interested, the steps to 


participate are easy: 

1. Show up at the Pendleton 
County Extension Office between 
4:30-6:30 p.m. Wednesday, January 
15 for the initial weigh-in, measur¬ 
ing and screenings. Remember to 
bring your $20 registration fee. 

2. Recruit individuals in your 
school, church or business to par¬ 
ticipate so that location can be used 
as a weigh-in location. (Minimum 
of 10 is needed) 

3. Start making healthier life¬ 
style choices to better your quality 
of life.

Kentucky farmers should be 
permitted to grow industrial 
hemp under existing federal and 
state law, Agriculture Commis¬ 
sioner James Comer and other 
Kentucky leaders wrote in a letter 
to the U.S. Drug Enforcement 
Administration seeking clarifica¬ 
tion of the agency’s position on 
industrial hemp. 

“The federal government has 
said it will respect state laws 
regarding marijuana cultivation 
and sales, so we feel that hemp 
should be treated the same way,” 
Commissioner Comer said. 
“Farmers and processors need to 
be assured that they won’t be 
harassed by the DEA if they grow 
and process hemp, and that’s the 
purpose of this letter.” 

Commissioner Comer was 
joined by U.S. Sen. Rand Paul; 
U.S. Reps. John Yarmuth and 
Thomas Massie; and Brian Fur¬ 
nish, chairman of the Kentucky 
Industrial Hemp Commission, in 
asking the DEA to clarify that 
hemp production and processing 
are legal in states such as Ken¬ 
tucky that have legalized hemp 
and enacted a framework for 
licensing and regulating hemp 
production. The letter was mailed 


to Washington on Tuesday. 

“There is solid standing for 
Kentucky to move forward with 
the reintroduction of industrial 
hemp,” said Sen. Rand Paul. “It is 
time for the Department of Jus¬ 
tice to recognize this and allow 
production to move forward. 
Thanks to the regulatory frame¬ 
work set up by Senate Bill 50, we 
are in a position to make indus¬ 
trial hemp production in Ken¬ 
tucky a reality again.” 

Senate Bill 50 is legislation 
passed in the 2013 Kentucky 
General Assembly that creates a 
regulatory framework for hemp 
production and declares that 
hemp is outside the scope of the 
state’s Controlled Substances Act. 

“The production of industrial 
hemp will strengthen Kentucky’s 
economy and help our farmers 
and businesses expand and 
thrive,” Rep. Yarmuth said. “I am 
happy to join my fellow Kentuck¬ 
ians in asking the DEA to take a 
common-sense approach to hemp 
production in our Common¬ 
wealth.” 

“In light of the recent U.S. 
Department of Justice guidance 
and passage of Senate Bill 50 in 
the Kentucky legislature, I am 


proud to stand with Commis¬ 
sioner Comer, Senator Paul, and 
Congressman Yarmuth to lead 
Kentucky’s charge to once again 
allow farmers to grow industrial 
hemp,” Rep. Massie said. “To 
further support Commissioner 
Comer’s efforts to provide more 
jobs and opportunities for Ken¬ 
tucky’s farmers, manufacturers, 
and consumers, I will also con¬ 
tinue to seek passage of HR 525, 
the Industrial Hemp Farming 
Act, which now has 49 cospon¬ 
sors in the U.S. House of Repre¬ 
sentatives." 

The letter to DEA Adminis¬ 
trator Michele M. Leonhart 
declares Kentucky’s intention to 
move forward with industrial 
hemp production. “It would defy 
common sense to allow states to 
move forward with marijuana 
activity in states where marijuana 
is legal, but ignore states that 
have passed laws allowing for the 
production of industrial hemp,” 
the letter states. 

“Simply put, it is our position 
that neither federal nor state law, 
nor current U.S. Department of 
Justice guidance, prohibits the 
production of industrial hemp in 
Kentucky,” the letter states.
